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A TRAIN HELD UP 
BY BOLD BANDITS 


ROCK ISLAND EXPRESS LOOTED 
AT OKLAHOMA. 


FIGHT ON PHARMACY BILL.

Messenger 
Jones 
Wounded—Train 
Hands Forced to Open the Safe In 
the Express Car—Posse In Pursuit 
of the Robbers—Little Money Ob­ 
tained—Robbery at Wichita. 


Chicago, April 5.—The Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific passenger train No. I 
was held up near Dover, O. T., early 
yesterday by fire unmasked bandits, 
and the passengers of the smoker, day 
coach and chaircar were relieved of 
their valuables. 
Express 
Messenger 
Jones w as wounded in the left wrist, 
but he steadfastly refused to open the 
safe in his car and the booty secured 
by the robbers as a consequence was 
very small. A pqsse of determined citi­ 
zens of Kingfisher, under the direction 
of Deputy United States Marshal Mad­ 
sen. mounted upon horses capable of 
standing a protracted chase, are now in 
hot pursuit of the train robbers and but 
an hour and a half behind them. 
The 
railroad authorities at Kingfisher are 
positive that they know two of the rob­ 
bers and they expect soon to have all 
in custody. 
According to information received at 
the local offices of the Rock Island, the 
train robbery was a well-planned, badly 
executed and quite profitless affair. At 
4:20 o’clock No. I pulled into Dover on 
time. 
She stopped at the yard limits, 
as the custom was for passenger trains 
to replenish the supply of coal and water 
in the engine. The fireman was in the 
act of dropping the water tank nozzle 
to the tender manhole when two deter- 
mined-looking men sprang upon the en­ 
gine. Fireman and engineer looked into 
the muzzles of two pairs of revolvers 
and heard the dreaded injunction: “Do 
as we tell you or you will be dead men.” 
The bandits, neither of whom wore 
m asks or other devices to conceal their 
features, ordered the engineer to pro­ 
ceed to a point about a quarter of a 
mile beyond the yard limits and stop. 
There the men who had planned to 
loot the train had previously picketed 
their horses. 
Three confederates, un­ 
known to the engine-men, had quietly 
slipped upon the platforms of the bag­ 
gage car just as the train pulled out 
from the water tank. 
When the train 
reached the spot where the 
ribbers* 
horses were concealed behind a thicket 
of cottonwood trees the engineer was 
politely told to shut off his throttle and 
apply the airbrakes very quietly so as 
not to disturb anyone in the train by a 
reached the spot where the 
robbers’ 
knocked at the baggage car door and 
ordered M essenger Jones to open up. 
Messenger Jones, relying upon 
the 
locks and chain-guards of the doors, 
and putting into operation a 
bit of 
stragety gained by instruction and ob­ 
servation, 
maintained 
silence. 
He 
moved over into a corner and com­ 
pressed his form into the sm allest pos­ 
sible area. 
“Open the door or wre’ll riddle the 
car,” cried out the pair of robbers. 
But to all appearance the car contain­ 
ing the safe was deserted. 
Calling to 
the pair of bandits on the engine the 
armed desperadoes said they 
wanted 
help to “do up the express m essenger.” 
Marching the trainmen ahead of them 
the robbers in the engine joined with 
their comrades before the baggage-ex­ 
press car door in threatening the mes­ 
senger. But Jones remained quiet. Then 
three of the bandits proceeded to dis­ 
charge their big guns into the car. Ten 
or twelve tim es did they load and fire, 
and 
the last 
volleys 
fairly riddled 
the 
ends 
of 
the 
car. 
At 
the 
last 
volley 
M essenger Jones 
cried 
out, “I’m shot,” and fell to the floor 
bleeding from a wound in the wrist. 
He lost so much blood by the injury 
to an artery that he w as unable to 
arise. The robbers became impatient, 
and screamed, swore and threatened, 
but the wounded messenger refused to 
obey their commands. A new tack was 
then taken. The engineer, fireman and 
conductor were marched at the muzzles 
of the revolver to the engine for the coal 
pick, hammer, and 
grate-bar 
poker, 
and ordered to use these implements 
in battering down the door to the bag­ 
gage car. They did not long remain at 
• this work, for the robbers seeing it was 
hopeless to continue, after another fusil 
lade, rode away. 


TRA IN-R O BBK R KILLED. 


M easure the Subject o f a Struggle 
the Illinois Senate. 
Springfield, 111., April 5.—The Craw­ 
ford bill, amending the pharmacy law, 
was a special order for second reading 
yesterday. 
Objections to the bill were 
urged by Senators Berry and Craig, 
who opposed action 
which 
prohibits 
others than a registered 
pharmacist 
from opening and conducting a drug 
store and dispensing drugs. 
Senator 
Berry held that such provision was 
clearly unconstitutional, as any person 
had a right to own drugs as long as 
dispensing them was under supervision 
of competent pharmacists. 
Senator Crawford insisted that a sec­ 
tion of the bill covered this objection 
by permitting the state board to issue 
at its discretion permits to persons in 
these localities. In the section defining 
persons competent to become pharma­ 
cists, an amendment was added includ­ 
ing physicians who have compounded 
their prescriptions for four years, to 
whom shall be issued a certificate on 
passing the examination prescribed by 
the board. 
A drastic amendment was 
offered by Senator Hamer, which in­ 
cluded a provision of his bill to pro­ 
hibit adulteration of drugs. It provides 
that no person shall adulterate drugs so 
that they will not correspond to tests 
recognized by the board of pharmacy 
with intent to deceive any purchaser. 
Any infraction of this law shall be pun­ 
ished by a fine of from $50 to HOO for 
first offense and $75 to $150 for any sub­ 
sequent offense. 
Senator Coon’s bill for taxing legacies 
passed by a vote of 32 yeas to 12 nays. 
Senator Butler's bill allowing 
coal 
companies to combine for the purpose 
of increasing the wages of miners, was 
postponed until next Wednesday, as its 
introducer states petitions would be 
presented then asking its passage. 
Senator Evans called up the house 
bill, which allows boards of education 
to establish kindergarten schools, and 
it was ordered to a second reading. 
Chairman Dunlap of the committee on 
appropriations called up Senator Maho­ 
ney’s bill, appropriating $25,000 for the 
erection of a statue of Jacques Mar­ 
quette, on second reading. Dunlap said 
that the committee reported the 
bill 
favorably, but personally he was op­ 
posed to it on account of the depleted 
condition of the treasury. 
Senator Mahoney supported the bill 
In a vigorous speech, and Obrein and 
others made speeches in its behalf. The 
bill was amended to provide that the 
statue be erected on the state house 
grounds in Springfield, and it was then 
advanced to a third reading. 
Senator Niehaus’ bill making 25 per 
cent of the wages of any person sub­ 
ject to the law of garnishment was 
passed by a vote of 36 yeas to 7 nays. 
Senators Craig and Wall bitterly op­ 
posed the measure and said it amounted 
to class legislation,* because there was 
nobody in the state asking for its pas­ 
sage besides the grocers. 
In the house Mr. Needles presented 
the report of the conference committee 
of the house and senate on a m ilitary 
appropriation 
bill. 
It 
recommended 
that the senate concur in house amend­ 
m ents striking out the items appropriat­ 
ing $80,000 for new uniforms and $30,000 
for current expenses, and that the sum 
of $62,000 be substituted therefor. None 
of this shall be used until after July I, 
and then only for uniforms. 
The re­ 
port was adopted. 
It is generally un­ 
derstood the senate will also adopt the 
report. 
A large number of 
petitions 
were 
handed in from various parts of the 
state protesting against the passage of 
any kind of pool-selling measures. 
Mr. Noling asked unanimous consent 
to have read a second time the senate 
bill providing for the assessm ent of the 
stock of building and loan associations. 
The democrats objected. 
Mr. Noling, 
however, secured a suspension of the 
rules, and the hill was read. Then Mr. 
Cella (dem.) moved to strike out the 
enacting clause. 
Mr. Miller of Cook 
(rep.) moved to lay this motion on the 
table. 
On this motion the democrats 
demanded a roll call. 
The motion to 
table was carried—yeas, 87; nays, 33. 
The bill was then advanced to third 
reading. 
On motion of Mr. Ouffin consideration 
of the pension resolution of Mr. K itz­ 
miller, which was a special order for 
yesterday, was postponed for one week 
All the senate appropriation bills on 
first reading were advanced to second 
reading, the number including two bills 
for the establishment of the northern 
and eastern state normal schools 
All of the house bills on the calendar 
on the order of first reading were ad­ 
vanced to second reading. 
The house adjourned to 9 o’clock this 
morning.

The university library bill was re­ 
ported for indefinite postponement. 
After a debate the bill denying state 
aid to county fairs where liquor was 
sold on the grounds was killed by a 
vote of 23 to 7. 
The bill relieving Baetz and Keuhn 
from the judgment against them for 
interest was ordered engrossed by a 
vote of 15 to ll.'

.third reading, and the bill legislating 
the board of control out of office was 
made a special’ order for this even­ 
ing.

New Orleans, La., April 5.—An explo­ 
sion took place at 2:10 this morning in a 
saloon opposite the French market, and 
many persons were killed and others 
injured, the building taking fire. 
It is supposed to be a Mafia case, the 
proprietor having won the enm ity of 
that dread organization. 
The explosion occurred in a grocery 
and ship chandlery kept by Charles 
Salathe and was caused 
by powder 
kept in the magazine. Salathe and his 
fam ily—except) two children miracu­ 
lously saved—were killed by the falling 
walls, the entire three-story structure 
falling into a heap of ruins. 
Next door to the chandlery was a sa­ 
loon kept by 
Emile 
Boulet. 
Half a 
dozen fishermen were drinking in the 
place and they were all buried under 
the wreckage, that building being also 
destroyed. 
Fully fifteen persons are 
known to have been killed, and the 
fire department Is busy-extinguishing 
the flames. 
Archbishop 
Janssens, 
who 
lives a 
b lock away, was on the scene promptly 
offering all the aid in his power. 
Charles Salathe, wife, one child, three 
servants and a clerk perished. 
The 
barkeeper, Felix Rigot, and five or six 
persons in the saloon at the time were 
also buried. 
Several persons sleeping 
over the saloon are also lost, making 
over fifteen in all. 
At 3:30 o’clock the burning debris had 
been extinguished and the work of res­ 
cuing the dead was begun.

The pursuing party, under com­ 
mand of Marshal Madsen, came upon 
the robbers as they were hunting a 
crossing and imm ediately opened fire, 
killing one robber and wounding an­ 
other. The robbers were taken

sailants, none of their shots taking ef­ 
fect. The robbers then took 
to

brush and the deputies were sent to 
cut off all avenues of escape. The 
dead man was identified as “Rattle­ 
snake Bill,” a dangerous territory out­ 
law. 
His body w:as brought into H en­ 
nessey. 
At first the dead man was sup­ 
posed to be “Sylvia.” an escaped train 
robber wanted for other hold-ups, but 
it was later learned that Sylvia is in 
Texas. 
A Rock Island train conductor, 
it is said, talked with him at

W orth a few hours before the train 
w as robbed at Dover, nearly 200 miles 
from there.

rill’s retirement Mr. Sherman would 
then be entitled to his choice between 
the two. 
Financial questions are his 
specialty, and it is altogether probable 
that if the opportunity to choose be­ 
tween the two were given he Would se­ 
lect the committee affording work most 
in accordance with his inclinations. 
The names most prominently heard in 
connection caused by the retirement of 
Senator McPherson are those of Sen­ 
ator Cameron of Pennsylvania. Sen­ 
ator W olcott of Colorado, and Senator 
Platt of Connecticut, the first two being 
favorable to silver and the last opposed 
to it. 
Senator W olcott s name is also 
mentioned in connection with one of the 
vacancies in the committee on foreign 
relations, and it is considered probable 
that In view of Senator Cameron’s long 
service in the senate and of his atti­ 
tude in favor of a protective tariff pol­ 
icy as well as of silver, Mr. W olcott’s 
friends may agree to a compromise.

The workmen have not been paid for 
four months, and are now on the verge 
of starvation, and in many cases are 
in actual want of enough food to sus­ 
tain life.

when

money would be ready. The promises 
have never been fulfilled, although the 
strikers went to work relying on the 
promises of the officials that the money 
would be on hand. They quit at the 
hour set when the money did not ap­ 
pear. 


B ritish Troops Have a D esperate Engage 
m ent. 
Calcutta, April 
5.—A 
dispatch 
re­ 
ceived here from the Malakand pass, 
via Simla, says that the operations of 
the British troops against llm ra Khan 
of Jandoe, the Invader of Chitral. in 
the pass itself has been commenced 
by the guides who were sent to clear 
the hills on the left. The Maxim rapid- 
fire guns were placed in front whenever 
they got within range of the enemy, 
estimated to number 12.000. 
The lat­ 
ter at first made but a feeble resistance 
but when the head of the pass was 
reached the action became general. The 
British stormed the defenses 
of the 
enemy and advanced 
with 
spirit in 
spite of the fact that the roadway over 
the pass was cut in many places and 
that stone breastworks were constructed 
at various points, which had to be car­ 
ried at the point of the bayonet. 
F ifty of the British force were wound­ 
ed, including three officers severely and 
four slightly injured. 
Only three sol­ 
diers of the British force were killed. 
The enemy lost 500 killed or wounded. 
The first brigade is expected to reach 
the Swat river to-night.

The understanding is that 
one of the old refineries in the eastern 
district of Brooklyn will be converted 
Into a distillery, with a capacity of 30,- 
000 gallons of proof spirits.

VENEZULEA 
IS 
READY TO FIGHT 


A ll □ E ngland 
H as to D o Is to K nock 
Off “That Chip.’’ 
’Washington. April 5.—It is said by 
persons in a position to speak with au­ 
thority that as soon as Venezuela is 
convinced Great Britain has finally de­ 
cided to arbitrate or settle the boundary 
dispute; as suggested by the United 
States, through Ambassador Bayard, 
the southern republic will regretfully 
but resolutely turn to what it regards 
as its only resource, a resort to force. 
Venezuela fully recognizes the great 
military strength of Great Britain, but 
it is declared its people are ready to 
see their homes and their cities deso­ 
lated and laid in ashes rather than 
submit to what they regard as national 
dishonor. It is said that the contention 
with Great Britain is not so much one 
of territory as of the sentiment and 
honor involved. So firmly impressed 
have the people become with this that 
the opinion is 
expressed 
that 
they 
would rather se their country go out o f 
existence than pass into the practical 
control of a foreign power. 
Little doubt is felt under these cir­ 
cum stances that Venezuela will forci­ 
bly assert its rights to the disputed 
Orinoco territory as soon as Great Brit­ 
an’s rejection of a settlem ent is defin­ 
itely communicated. This territory ex­ 
tends 150 miles along the coast, running 
back 
thirty-five 
miless 
to 
what 
is 
known as the Schomberg line. Through 
the middle of this strip runs the Ori­ 
noco river, commanding the commerce 
of it to the interior of South America. 
Great Britain is already well intrenched 
there with a naval station at the mouth 
of the river. 
The interest of the United States in 
the controversy has progressed stead­ 
ily in recent days. 
It began with the 
friendly suggestion through Mr. B ay­ 
ard. and a request from congress that 
Great Britain submit the m atter to 
arbitration. 
The United States squad­ 
ron, under 
Admiral 
Meade, was ac­ 
corded a reception at Venezuelan ports 
recently, and steps were tak*-n to com­ 
memorate 
the 
Monroe 
doctrine 
by 
erecting a statue to President Monroe 
at the capital of Venezuela. 
W ithin 
recent 
days 
Venezuela 
has 
granted 
large concessions of the Orinoco coun­ 
try to citizens of the United States. A 
strong hope seems to be entertained on 
the part of Venezuela that the United 
States will not stand idly by if a resort 
to force is made. 
It is understood that the position of 
Great Britain in declining the sugges­ 
tion of the United States for the set­ 
tlement of the trouble with Venezuela 
is substantially as follows: 
First—Great Britain takes the posi­ 
tion that the question of arbitration 
was once before proposed by Venezuela. 
At that time the foreign office gave the 
subject careful consideration and then 
submitted a reply embodying a proposi­ 
tion to arbitrate certain definite sub­ 
jects of controversy. 
To this proposi­ 
tion Venezuela has never made a re­ 
ply either accepting or rejecting the 
proposed basis of arbitration. 
Under 
these circumstances it is not desirable 
to proceed 
to a second 
arbitration, 
when the first remains unanswered. 
Second—In any event there are cer­ 
tain portions of territory to which Vene­ 
zuela lays claim, which under no cir­ 
cum stances will be made the subject 
of arbitration, as they are recognized 
portions of the British domain, and 
therefore are not subjects on which the 
Judgment 
of 
arbitrators 
could 
be 
invoked. 
Third—The subject m atter is one be­ 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela, so 
that the good offices of the U nited 
States are not regarded as essential to 
a settlem ent, as it is not understood 
the United States has assumed a pro­ 
tectorate over Venezuela, or has other 
interest than that of a friendly power.

I tell him ho ought to go on the stage— 
comic opera.

After having dreamed away half a 
lifetime in this little world upon the 
waters and having all but forgotten 
previous states of existence—at the end 
of ten days, that is—we anchored off 
Queenstown.

It was a relief when his roommate, a 
young man—we knew nothing more 
about him—came to me and with stam­ 
mering, misplaced apologies asked if I 
thought, if I supposed, that the mis­ 
sionary would not mind, or did I think 
he would mind— 
“ Does Mr. Catty 
wish to see the missionary?” I asked, 
with a sense of relief, and I went glad­ 
ly to summon him. 
The missionary was, as usual, oc­ 
cupied with his numerous little ones. 
His wife had been sick throughout the 
voyage and had scarcely left her state­ 
room. 
He turned his bowed head a little 
from me as he listened, as if he were 
steeling himself against a personal mis­ 
fortune. 
“ He begins where we leave off,” I 
said to myself as I looked upon his pity 
moved face. 
He came back to me after be bad 
taken the children to his wife and said, 
“ If I can comfort this poor boy through 
the word and love of my Master—there 
is no other comfort—ITI not forget it’s 
to you I owe the opportunity” —there 
was self reproach in the missionary’s 
tone. “ I never should have known any 
thing about him .” 
It seemed that it took three or four 
people in this case to make one Good 
Samaritan. It happened, as it is always 
happening in this fantastic life, that 


so dyed in the primary colors of life, 
its grotesqueness and comedy and in­

No class of producers in this coun­ 
try need the benefit of protection as 
much as farmers. 
After a year and a half cf practical 
free trade, and a chance to experi­ 
m ent with the markets of the world, 
it must be apparent to every intell­ 
igent farmer, that the whole thing is a 
snare aud a delusion, 
There is no market in the world so 
good for American farmers and pro­ 
ducers, as the American market. 
In 
ordinarily good times such as 1892, 
our home consumption amounts to 
$ 11,000,000,000. 
Letting down the bars of protection 
as was done in 1S93, deprives the 
buyers and opens up our ports of 
entry to all sorts of foreign compe­ 
tition. 
This policy says in so many 
words, “ This is a goodly heritage, 
come over and 
possess 
it.” 
The 
heavily 
increased 
importation dur­ 
ing 
the 
past 
six 
months 
indicate very plainly, that our friends 
from abroad know a good tk irg when 
they see it, and are not slow to take 
.advantage of the situation. 
Every dollar of 
imported goods 
from abroad that 
could be 
pro­ 
duced in this country, is a dollar out 
of the pocket of American labor. Who 
is benefited by this policy on this side 
of the water? No one. 
Foreign silk 
a t seventy-five cents a yard, shutting 
out American silk at a dollar, is a det­ 
rim ent to the country. 
The lady who 
wears the foreign silk does so at the 
expense of American labor. 
What is 
true concerning silk is equally true 
concerning scores of 
other articles. 
W hile these conditions prevail, idle­ 
ness and suffering are the natural re­ 
sult. 
It matters not how cheap an ar­ 
ticle is, it is beyond the reach of the 
honest man or woman who toil for a 
living, when they are idle. 
AU this aft’jets the farmer very ma­ 
terially. 
His cereals are in light de­ 
mand at home because people have no 
money to buy with. 
Protection in its 
broadest aud best sense is simply a 
safeguard thrown 
around American 
labor. 
The raw material of which 
democracy has said so much, is simply 
a snare and humbug. President Cleve­ 
land seemed infatuated with this idea, 
and if he possessed th e power, the 
last w all of protection would be re­ 
moved, and more than half the fac­ 
tories in the country would be com­ 
pelled to shut down unless American 
labor would adopt the foreign scale of 
w ages. 
When this is done our home 
labor w ill eat meat once a week, and 
butter only on Sunday, instead of 
every day. 
This means depression 
among the farmers of this country be­ 
cause the home market is paralyzed. 
There is another side of this ques­ 
tion that is too often overlooked, and 
that 
is 
the 
question 
of 
for­ 
eign 
com petition 
in 
cereals. 
Daring the last four months of 894, we 
imported 700,000 bushels of bt ans, 
Dearly one and one-half million bush­ 
els of barley, 
about four 
million 
pounds of cheese and one and a quar­ 
ter million dozen eggs, to say nothing 
of the large amount of 75,000,000 
pounds of wool, 60,000,000 pounds of 
rice, 180,000,000 pounds of sal*, be­ 
sides a large list of other articles in 
which American farmers are inter­ 
ested. 
Every 
intelligent 
farmer 
knows that this country is capable of 
producing the food and grain supply 
of the world. 
He ought to go a step 
further and say: Any party that w ill 
tolerate the shipping of farm products 
to this country from abroad, should he 
annihilated 
beyond recovery.

farmers of this country should be re­ 
publicans, as a nu tter of policy if 
nothing else, follow ing the example 
tCi the Louisiana sugar planter.
